Sir, Dublin Castle, lltli March 1891. 

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to state, for the information of 
tbe Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, that bis Excellency . bas 
received a letter from Sir Henry Robinson, Vice-President of tbe Local 
Government Board, tendering bis resignation of that office. 

Having served for a few years in tbe Army, and having acted subsequently 
at intervals between tbe years 1847 and 1852 as an inspector under tbe 
Temporary Relief Commission, and as a temporary poor law inspector, 
Sir Henry was in tbe latter year made a permanent poor law inspector, in 
which capacity be continued until 1876. From 1876 to 1879, be filled tbe 
responsible post of Assistant Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, and on 
tbe 6th of May 1879 be was appointed to tbe important office which be now 
vacates, having held it for nearly 12 years with credit to himself and 
advantage to the public. 

In accepting tbe resignation with regret, bis Excellency placed upon 
record bis high sense of tbe distinguished public services which Sir Henry 
Robinson bas rendered ; and in submitting tbe case for superannuation, be 
strongly, recommends tbe Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty s Treasury 
to grant, in this instance, tbe highest pension which it is in their power to 
award.

In reply to Sir West Ridgeway’s Tetter of tbe 11th ultimo, submitting 
tbe case of Sir Henry Robinson, K.C.B., Vice-President of the Local 
Government Board, Ireland, for pension, I am directed by the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you, for tbe information 
of bis Excellency tbe Lord Lieutenant, that they have been pleased to award 
a retiring allowance of I,333Z. 6s. 8 d. per annum from tbe 1st March 1891, 
inclusive. 

In awardiug tbe full pension of two-thirds, my Lords desire me to state 
that they are anxious to place on record their sense of tbe eminent services 
rendered to the Government by Sir H. Robinson throughout an official 
career extending over a period of more than 43 years in all from the time 
when be was first employed in a temporary capacity, and of the loss which 
tbe public service will sustain by bis retirement from, tbe department which 
be bas directed with so much advantage to tbe State since 1879. 

Their Lordships will take steps to have tbe minute awarding tbe pension 
and placing on record their appreciation of Sir H. Robinson’s service laid 
before Parliament.
